The 
fact that Florida temperatures still 
hovered among the 8o's, didn't make 
la bh of difference, and the crieicai 
innlfa looked at them and p'^i^ircl 
abundantly for them. 

And the men were just as ridicul¬ 
ous. They packed away thrlr Palm 
Beaches and lost their Panamas fur 
the wmter, weeks before winter ar¬ 
rived, and hated themseives for do¬ 
ing it Few of us can endure neing 
looked at because our clothes n^e out 
I of date, no matter hotq. comfortabU 
I they may be. 

Now, the fact is Florida has less 
variation between the extremes and 
the averages of summer heat and 
winter coolness than any other state 
in the United States of Aigsrica. The 
changet in Florida tnnperatiin s aud 
other weather conditions are less ab¬ 
rupt than in northern sections, partic 
vlarly In the interior sections remov¬ 
ed from the influence of targe hodtes 

water. 

These favoring averages fosder 
csrelesanc in preparing for or 
adapting our clothing to the changes 
that do come. The result Is a notice¬ 
able increase of grip, influmca, colds 
and similar troubUj from middle 
October on. And this Is specially true 
among the very young and the older 
members of the community- the two 
xtremei of n -;e in population. 

Here*s some advice from the Health 
Department about die^t^ing to meet 
nil weather conditiooi in Florida? 
\Mcar all the year around light-weight 
under garment 1, such aa are suit¬ 
able for summer and make changes 
In the weight and textuns of the outer 
elothing to meet weather conditions 
as they come. 


There Is dsager in clothing the 
body too warmly, just aa in wearing 
too little. Heavy clothing induces 
persplratinn ond the sudden droij of 
coM sir upon he hCa.ted body or up 
on any part ( it that is usually $ < 'V 
ered, may drive the blood from tnc 
ftkln surface and produce congestion. 
The same rcsultjnay follow prolong, 
d rhUling of the body from insuffi¬ 
cient protection. 

There Is danger al o in the freak 
of feminine fashion which bares the 
neck and chedl to the extent that 
I •' ^ a medestNusn .blush, but the 
women defend the practice on the

Wild Fruits Should 
Be Domesticated 

Is there anything better than 
Iiuckicbfcry pie? If tncre it tt must 
• mighty good. HucklebeHcs grow 
wild in Florida, but on most farms 
no olace has been left fqr t^em. A 
small plot near the house should be 
devDtqd to thls,aad other wild fruits. 
C . K. Mc(Juarxler, stale agent for the 
L’niversity of Florida Extension Di¬ 
vision, is urging farmers to preserve 
such native wild fruits at can be found 
in their respective localities. 

Blackberries and dcwberics could! 
also be domesticated and would amp-j 
y pay for the attention given them. 
rVwberries should !)c trtained OP. o® 
(rellisses or wires and cultivated. They 
repsond wonderfully to a little care. 

A few mulberirea should be planted 
on the farm. MocUciiiidrds, blue 
jays, woodpeckers and other birds 
fond of them and will not 
bother other fniita when they can get 
mulberries. Mulberries alsp make 
good pies. These fruits should be 
planted durfng tfeo. winter before they 
nave started growth for the following 
season.—Agrlosttursl NVws Service.

The Toils of 

School Children 

The cxtenc to which their children 
have to study their lessons at home 
is a matter of anxiety to many par¬ 
ents. Wlhen a youngster finds him¬ 
self up against the tough nuts of the 
latter part of the arithmetic he has 
to do some pretty solid work. He is 
n«nroai and Ir¬ 
ritable. HU parents deplore the 
overwork and craasming oi the 
schools. 

An experienced and gifted teacher 
puts it as his belief; hftsed on many 


vnears of teaching, that boys and giMs 
in the ninth grade of school can fair¬ 
ly be expected to do About an hour 
und a half a day of home work, but 
should not be expected to do more 
than that. 

Tvachers in many of t^ higher 
grade schools complain bitSerly" ot 
the lack of preparation of the children 
that come to them. Thev igc lame 
in arithmetic and write an illiterate 
hand. In well conducted schools a 
special effort is made in the eighth or 
ninth grades to remedy these defects 
of the lower grade work. That means 
Incessant drills, so that performing 
the processes corrtectly becomes a 
‘ matter of habit. 

Where the strain aqd nervousness 
; comes in is* prbicipalTy ca|iscd so 
many people, both children and grown 
ups, are naturally inaccurate. 'The 
father and mother who set out to help 
the boy to do those tough examples 
Jn measurements, and partial pay¬ 
ments, are quite as likely to make 
mistakes as the youngster. In doing 
the big multiplications and divisons 
itfi very easy to make some trifling 
error that wll invalidate the whclc 
process.—Gainesville Sun, 

Short Coures Inter¬ 
ests Fruit Growers 


Fruit growers generally and citrus 
growers in particular will gain con¬ 
siderable valuable information by at¬ 
tending the Farmers' Short Course at 
the University of Florida January ii 
to SI. Prof. W; L, Floyd of the Col¬ 
lege of Agrficulture wil have charge 
of the horticultural work for the short 
cmirse students. Courses in plant 
propagation will be given in which 
the growers will be shown the best 
methods of propagating the various 
kinds of fruit. Demonstrations wilt 
be givin fn budding, cuttage, graft- 
age, and various other methods of 
propagation. 

Classes will be organixed also in 
citrus culture in vfhich the most suit¬ 
able soils for citrus groves will be 
discussed, together with preparation 
of land, planting, cultivation, fertili- 
2.11100, selection uf varieties and the 
use of cover crops. Ctrus harvesting 
and marketing problemi will be taken 
up. 

Growere will be shown preserved 
speeimeni illustrating the moat inv 
portant insect and fungus enemiee of 
the Industry. Many insects and spe¬ 
cimens of trees showing the work of 
enemies are preserved by the EimerU 
ment Station and the State riant 
Board. These will be available to the 
short course students. The courses 
will also include lectures by members 
of the I'.xpcriinent Statioq and State 
plant Board Staffs. 

Kinds of fruit other than <^nis will 
be taken up under the course in decid¬ 
uous and sub-tropical fruits. This will 
include a study of growing peaches, 
pears, persimmons, grapes, pecans, 
guavas, avcKsdos, mangoes and others. 
The varietien of each of these which 
are best adapted to the state, plant¬ 
ing, cultivation, diseases and insect 
enemies wiil be discussed.^ xx 

Ctnascs in general farming, stock- 
raising. dairying, grain farming and 
sniU will also he organsed.—Agricul¬ 
tural News Service.

“My father was opposed to the war 
and had friends on both aides, buU^as 
shot down in cold blood and robbed 
by a gang of freebooters as he was 
driving home from Kansas City. Jhat 
day changed our whole life. It filled 
my heart with a lust for vengeance. 

“1 was nineteen, the day we started 
strong—the Quantrell bund. I mean. 
It was August a 6 , I was a 

lieutenant. When wc reached a hill 
in sight of Lawrence we learned from 
an old h^g feeder that there were 300 
Aguiar federal troops in Lawrence 
and 3on militiamen. They outnum¬ 
bered us two to one, sand Quantrell, 
*but we can whip *cm.* 

“And sure enough, soon we came 
upon them. There were no guards, 
'mTt w tore open the flapa ut their 
tents and killed them as mat as our 
guns would work. We lost only four 
Head and three wounded* 

“We rode through the town and 
then rode away. Later we fought for 
•wtnty-fowr hoora with pursuers who 
had organised. They followed us un¬ 
til we were among friends in Mis¬ 
souri. 

“That is the truth < 3 f the famoiii 
taid on Lawrence, often called the 
bloodiest epii» 0 #]e of the border war¬ 
fare between the Mifsourl Sonthern- 
rrs and the Northerners from Kansas. 
It started my career as an outlaw. 

“The remaining years of the war 
were busy ones for me and my three 
hr other I Mohs several times were 
fermed to lynch us, but each time nut 
good marksmanship drove away the 
would-be lynchers. 

“In the early aeventles the escap¬ 


ades of the James Boys in robbing 
banks,** said thg old-tMtr, fetliog 
warmed up to his subject, **attracted 
nation-wide attention, and wc got 
''redit for being in many of these 
when really we were hundreds of 1 
miles away. They kept accusing us 
until they drove ut to U, 

“We became civil outlaws when 
four Chicago derectivea attempted to 
arrest us and my brothers, >im,, bob 
and John, We heard the detectives 
were coming and we rode out to 
meet them. It took only a lUtle 
shooting to make them turn their 
I horses the other way, and they rode 
! buck to Chicago as fast as they could. 

**The hunt for the Younger boys 
I went on, and to evade the hunters 1 
I went to Florida and lived under an | 
I assumed name. Wthlle staying at 
Jacksonville I quelled a negro Hot, 
and some of my friends in Mtosoun 
tried to get the legislature to pass an 
amnesty bill, ao that I could corns 
back and not have to face arrest for 
CKcapades during the war, but that 
failed. 

“One day, while sitting in a hotel 1 . 
overheard a conversation that Gen., 
Ben Butler, of the Union Army, had 
taken back from the South $300,000 
In cash and had it In a bank In North- 
field, Minn. Indication arose in my 
rebel heart; I beliewa it was loot. 

“1 sought out Frank and Jesse | 
lames and plana for the robbery were 
mid. There were eight in the party. 

“A bottle of whiskey kept the rob-! 
bery from being a success. I didn't 
touch it myself, hut Bob did, and the 
men under him did. When they walk¬ 
ed Into the Norihfield bank they wer* 
drunk. They disobeyed my instruc¬ 
tions not to shoot to kill and they 
took the life of the cashier o( the 
Ibank. They forgot to close the doof 
and were seen from tbe street. There 
was a carnival in town that day and 
the atreets were crowded. 

"Five of US tried to keep off that 
crowd while the other three did the 
robbing, but we were hard pressed. 
Some one saw what was going on in 1 
the bank and shouted that is was be- ■ 
ing robbed. T called to the boys In 
the bank to come out, but they were 
slow and the whole town wts ihoot- 
ing at us before we got jtartnd- 

“All of ui were hit as we rode 
away, but. by jumping from the 
wounded horses and riding double wc 
managed to get out of tom. For two 
weeks we eluded them, bat at last, 
they surrmtnded some of vs An a 
swamp between St. James and 
della, and I saw that the jig was upj 
for us. The James boys had separated 
from us and made their escape sttc- 
ccasfully.

Educate Rural Dweller 


The greatness and proaperite of 
the 50,000,000 people who dwell in 
■mall towns and on farms throughout 
the country depends on what they are 
j able to learn. Deprived as they are 
of libraries, tlie close communion ol 
their neighbors and, frequeiitlv, ade* 
Ouste schoola, the young man of the 
amall town and the farm may grow 
up totally unable to compete with the 
man who hai had better advantage. 
Fcr the purpose of educating these 
people, the government is prometing 
the ofganlaatlon of the National Rur¬ 
al Teachers’ Reading Circle, \ht pri¬ 
mary object of which is to educate 
rural teachers. No movement started 
recently is more worthy cf encoutr- 
agement, as education can i>tily be 
cbtained through educators who are 
properly equipped for their work. The 
final plans are being worked out by 
the bureau of education in co-oper- 
atlon with an advisory committee, so 
tliat teachers and educators may reg- 
vlster at any time. Thirty states h»ve 
Joined the circle, and, for the present, 
cnly teachers residing In those states 
which have expressed a desire to co* 
operate in the work will be permit¬ 
ted to join. A complete course of 
reading for teachers bgs been mapped 
out, consisting of non-profetsional 
books of cultural value, educational 
* classics, general principles an<l meth¬ 
ods of education, rural education and 
rural life problems. The reading 
cuttrse is Intended to oecupy two 
unars. although it may be completed 
In lesa time. To those who complete 
•evanlccn books within two years 
from the time of reglttsring, will be 
awarded a National Teacher^ Read¬ 
ing Circle Certificate. 


today and h|m been defined as “truth 
classified." Science aa applied to agri¬ 
culture aims to discover ttve “why." 
When the *whyj" is known the "how" 
and the "when* arc clear. The far¬ 
mer who does not know the "wh/* 
must always be a follower, an Isitita- 
.t*r. he can by no possibUlty become 
a leader, a discoverer; and, it is to 
tbs leader and discoverer that the re¬ 
wards both ip material success and in 
service to mankind chiefly cpmes. 

In former times farming was a very 
simple business. The farmer tilled 
the soil until it was exhausted, then 
\u raoived to new and virgin land. 
With the increase of population the 
arsa of lunoccupied land decreased 
and virgin soli grew correspondingly 
inaccssmhls. 

Then the area of soil fertilisation 
began, marking a forward step in the 
art and science of agriculture. The 
farmer was compelled co some¬ 

thing about the soil and what should 
be added to it if he would restore 
It to its wanted fertility. 

In former days, moreover, the far¬ 
mer consumed practically all he prt- 
duced. HU object in.farming was to 
produce the necessaries of life for 
himself and those dependknt upon 
him. Markets in the modern sense 
were unknown. The tapney valtie of 
what be produced was not to him 
the prime consideration. The imple- 
meate he used were few and prfmt- 
tive, oroducta for the most part of hie 
own hands. 

In the sotli century all this hai 
been changed. Today the farm Is 
viewed la a kind of factory, and the 
farmer as a business man engaged in 
the mahufaiittire of goods to be sold 
or cash on a fipmpetiuve market. 

He must produce that for ^^iiich 
.'here U a demand, otherwise he can 
not dispose of hie goods. He must 
otalntain^the fertility of the soil, oth¬ 
erwise the output oLhis factory will 

minish. He ti|U|t Me mo^iern, up- 
lO-date maeiisncry, eiae he cannot 
meet the prices of the open jnarket. 
For a like reason he must s.eadtaatly 
improve the quality of his goods he 
produers whether of animal or plant 
origin; he must seek to reduce the 
casualties of his business, speh as re¬ 
sult from droughts, excessive moisture 
and diseasei. incident to animals and 
crops; and as in all other lines of 
manufacture, the cost oL production 
must be maintaned at a minimum. In 
short, he must produce at a profit, 
ntherwiat he labors in vain. 

To insure the perpetuitjr of an in¬ 
telligent agriculture for tne genera¬ 
tions of our Rcmle who shall inherit 
and till the GocT-given aervs of our- 
nation, it becomes an inevitable duty 
of the state and nation t^ educate 
Its youth in this newest scJtfce and 
oldest art. 

VVIuMi ono considers that there will 
be need for a gneater quantity of ag 
ricultural produefs as the population 
of the earth iq^reasea. and' that, with 
the advent of time, agricultural prod¬ 
ucts may he produced with ever In¬ 
creasing difficulty, the future impor¬ 
tance of this subject may he more

Plans it» improve Southern farming 
and increase the profits from agri- 
cvltnrc by improving vhc. machinery 
for the distribution and marketing 
of farm crops, will be discursed by 
the national marketing committee at 
a meeting this month in Charleston, 
S. C. The meeting is called by the 
chairman Duncan u. Fletcher, Sen¬ 
ator from Florida, foy the week of 
the Southern Commercial Congress 
session.

"The farmers of this country are

ber of the executive committee. "The 
farmer gets thirty-five cents and the 
middle-man gets sixty-five cents for 
ehch dollar the consumer pars for 
the farmeFa crop. Thene la an 
enormoua amount of waste, eapcclat- 


ly Ul pcrisiiablfl products, becagso of 
the lack of some central directing in. 
teillgvnce."

BANDUNG CITRUS FRUIT 

Origin of Injurlee Which Result In Decayed Fruit—Proper Method 
of Pir.klng Advocated by the U. S. Department of Agriculture* 


Washington, D. C., Dec. f.—Of tlus 
many kinds of injuries to citrus 
fntits during picking operations, one 
of the most common aq well ea most 
serious types is what la^ known as 
"clipper cutting'* according to tlie 
specialists of Hie United States Ds- 
partmciit of Agriculture. In sever¬ 
ing the fruit from the branch it is 
said, the skin is often cut or punc¬ 
tured by the point ot the clippers. 
These abrasions in the akin of the 
fruit harbor the fungi which cause 
blue-moldi (lixay lamd dtBcr ,citrus 
fruit diaeasttt. Oftentimea In dipping 
the ellppers leave a long, aharp stem 
on the fruit and while a long stem 
does not cause decay or injury to the 
fruit to which it le attached, such a 
stem if tharoed and jagged may in¬ 
jure all the fruit with which it comes 
in contact in the packing bag, field 
box, brusher, washing machine, dry¬ 
ing rack, packing bin^ and the packed 
box. Other sources of injury are 
from thorn punctures—caused bv high 
winds before the fruit Is packed—and 
from carelessnesi of the pickers in 
handling the ladders or m transferr¬ 
ing the fruit to the picking bag. 

Considerable injury may also! re¬ 
sult from pulling the fruit that can¬ 
not be easily reached for clipping or 
from i^haking the trees so that truit 
*alls to the ground before it is put 
in the packing boxes. Serious losses 
and decay result from injuries made 
by dropping instead of placing the 
fruit in the picking bag or basket, or 
worse yet, by shooting It in, by cut¬ 
ting or scratching the Intit with the 
finger nails, by squeeang it against 
the picking ladder while ttt the pick¬ 
ing sack, by careless emptying or 
pouring into the field box, and by 
hand, gravel, splinters, protruding 
nails, etc., in the field box. In haul¬ 
ing additional injury may rcsidt from 
putting too much fruit into the field 
I ox, from heaping i: ho that in load¬ 
ing end stacking, the boxes rest on 
the fruit in tbe box l>elow, and from 
the hauling of fruit on springless wa¬ 
gons over rough reads. 

How the Fruit Should oa Fteked 

All ptekers should wear gloves, to 
guard against finger nail scratches. 
The cllpfiers should be sharp’and pro¬ 
perly set or ad juste J so as not tr 
leave any ragged fragments >n clip¬ 
ping. *11i« points should he dull or 
rounded in order to guard against 
iutting the skin ni the fruit wliriL 
bringing the clipper In positon to 
sever the frut ffcin the branch. In 
order to do the work properly, espe¬ 
cially where the pickir must i«*ach 
any distance for the irult, the stems 
should first be cut iotig and a seccnd 
cut be made when the mtit it brouglit 
to a TKYsitioD whera the picktr cim 
easily see what he ft doing. ThiJ 
method of clipping removes iny and 
ail excuse for clpper c.iifing or leav¬ 
ing of long Btems. While this dou¬ 
ble cut may take a liithi Linger, prac¬ 
tice toon enables a picker to fteom-j 
pliah as much in this vfay aa llic 
other, if quality ot work fs given 
equal consideration with quantity, 
After the fruit is proper!/ cbppid it 
thouU be placed m the picking bag

ia is too lrequen*ly done. 

A heavy canvaa bag carlred ’ *om 
the shoutder by mvanq if h strap and 
h< M rg not more than half a field 
.tnx is preferable as .1 picking ri¬ 
ce ntsrlc. This big <*iould be partly 
closed at the top, making it necessary 
to place the fruit in the bag by hand 
and the bottom should be open but 
folded on the side and fastened by 
hooks or ropes nqgr the top so as 
to make a sMk or bag. In transferr¬ 
ing the fruit to the field box, tbe 
whole bag is lowered into the box, 
the fastening and fold loosened, after 
which the bag is drawn upward and 
away, allowing the fruit to roll otii 
gently and ,remain in the field h'Ui. 
This type 0/ bag is preferable to the 
bushel basket or wicker basket fre¬ 
quently used end to other picking re¬ 
ceptacles from which the fruit has tOt 
be p;oured or emptied through the 
same opening used in picking. The 
things to guard against In using the 
picking bag are the danger of bruis¬ 
ing the fruit between the ladder and 
the picker’s body, and the possibility 
nf thorn puncturing through the can¬ 
vas. H good, heavy canvas is used

A Heglected Friend 

A plant which persists in intru^tj^ 
itself upon the notice of afl woo 
pass by deserted fields an<i4ots and 
seem very tenacious of life. wh|^ 
possesses the ground by shading mtt 
almost any other plant and is gener¬ 
ally voted a nuisance, may prove yet 
a most valuable plant if its virtues 
arc itudieil. We refer to the "coffee 
beans," as it is generally called. 

A score cr ao of years ago the 
late Prof. W, Wf \^odw«rd, a well 
known teacher of Tallahaaeee, who 
had a few dahy cows, desiring to 
have them graxe on a piece of ground 
in the city which had been grown over 
by coffee 'beans, set a man to cut 
or! the growing plants with a scythe 
in order that tne grasf might grow. 
It was in the spring, and the coffee 
beans were only a few inches high. 
Following the cutting of the objcc<v 
tionable plants he turned tbe cattle 
in upon the field. Much to his sur- 
proae the cows began to cat the half- 
wBted coffee bean plants eageriy, 
neglecting the youn{^ grass. Prof. 
Woodward took the hipt and the next 
season filled his barn with the coffee 
bean hay, cut while it was still ten¬ 
der, and had an abundance of fodder 
fnr his cattle all the winter. He called 
the attentiqp of neighbors .to the 
fondnc&s of his cows for the coffee 
bean hay. They agreed that It was 
a new thing to them, but they had 
plenty of other leguminous fodders 
and hays, in which Florida is so rich, 
’)|and did not care ta add a new plant 
to the list, nc matter what its merits 
might be. So the knowledge of the 
virtues of the coffee bean ag a cattle 
feed died out.

One of the 
business (?) decisions strikes ns vtry 
forcibly. It is this: ‘It was decided 
that all of the advertising shall a^ 
pear in publicatitms outside of the 
staU.' The smallest paper in the 
state advertises .its community and 
the state to the extent of hundrc la of 
dollars every year, while such papers 
at the Tiraes-Unipn, Florida Metro¬ 
polis. Tampa Tribune, Tampa Tlmca 
and others to the extent of thousands 
of dollars. Tlie publieans named 
.'ire as good as any in the United 
States. Florida has several credible 
magazines, but those papers ami all 
the balance of the Florida papers can 
just go tn Old Nick when any money 
ts to be spent in advertising (of a 
short season that which they an ad> 
vertising all the time^’’ 

No one baa ever questioned the 
great good that Is being done by th^ 
nswspaptra of the state In advertis¬ 
ing tne state and the different sec¬ 
tions day in and day out during the 
years. But, however great the cont- 


bined circulation of all the papers in 
the state, they do not reach a great 
majority of the very people Florida 
is seeking to interest as settlers and 
residents. It ia in those sectlona not 
generally touched to a neat extent 
^ the publications in this state that 
Florida is aiming at. The only way 
this can be done is through national 
ac^vertisng campaigns. This advertis¬ 
ing money should and will be distrib¬ 
uted so that it will reach (nillions ot 
readers all over the country, from one 
end to the other—people who do not 
take Florida papers and who know 
little or nothing about the vrand 
country that holds out a welcome to 
them. 

Of course, it does seenr hard to Ut- 
nore Florida papers entirely In divid¬ 
ing up this fund. At best It ia • small 
Fund and if Florida papers were to 
share in it there woujd be mighty lit¬ 
tle .left. Florida papers. Just like 
the papers in every other state In 
the Union, none too often get 
even the PRAISE that Is ^e them: 
in their efforts to build a greater and 
better state. But they know their 

work-the great good that they^do. 

Although the gains from their ef¬ 
forts might not be Immediate, they are 
gradually laying the foundation for 
lugger things, for they are makinf the 
communities about them to no small 
degree and they will eoqner or later 
reap greater harvests.—Florida Me- 
tro^Hs.

there la not much risk of puncturing. 
Gre.it care should bu exercised in. 
handling and setting the ladders in 
erder to avoid bruising the fruit 
against the ladder or limbs, or scratch¬ 
ing it cn branches or thorns. WTiere 
three-legged stcpladdcrs can be used 
they arc preferable. 

Uae of the Field Box 

The fieid box in common us« in 
mosi of the citrus aections cf Flor¬ 
ida holds approximately onv packed 
box of fndt. It ia usually about s8 
inches long, u inches wide, 13 inches 
deep* and may or may not have a 
central upright partition. A common 
source of iniury in field and packing 
house handling is the poor condition 
of the field box. Every box B.snt in¬ 
to the orchard or grove should be 
thoroughij Kiipected, kept In good re¬ 
pair, and free from protruding naits, 
splinters, gravel apd twigs. A box 
entirely bearded over on the bottom 
ia preferable, as this prevents injury 
by steins of weeds and other objects 
that might otherwise extend into thu 
box and Injure the fruit. The boxes 
should not be filled or heaped to such 
an extent that any fruit wilt rise 
above tbs end pieces, as otherwise 
the lioxt§ when stacked will rest on 
the fruit instead of the ends of the 
bi>x«s themaeives. 

Tbs breakage and bad repair of 
field boxfs are due largely to the 
rongb, careless handling In dispos¬ 
ing of them after emptying or dis¬ 
tributing them in the orchard, where 
they arc often thrown violently and 
carelessly from the wagon into piles 
on the ground. Due care should be 
used m handling the boxes while fill¬ 
ed. in order not to injure the fruii in 
them, but equal care U required in 
(he handling of the Held equipment 
when empty, in order to guard against 
breakage, splintering, «tc. 

Guard AgaiiiM Jolting .or .Rough 

The wagons on which the fruit Is 
hauled should always be provided 
with good springs and no fruit under 
any circumstances should b« hauled 
on springless wagons no matter hew 
good the roads may be. The utmost 
care should be used both In loading 
and unloading to guard against tm- 
necesaarv jolting or rough handtli^. 
Where the heavier types of boxas arc 
used it- is not an infrequent oecar* 
ence to sea them set down or dropp¬ 
ed with such force at to cause consid¬ 
erable fruit to botAnd out on fhc 1 
floor of the packing house. Care ini 
handling the fruit both in the field 
and packing house is oftentimes large- > 
ly nullified by careless rough handling' 
in hauling and unloading. 

Supervision and Payment of Picking 
Crews 

>Micre the picking is done by pick¬ 
ing crews hired by the griper ship¬ 
per or marketing organisation a 
gocHl reliable foreman should be se- 
cared. tt should be the duty of this 
foreman to see that all pickers do 
their work carefully and properly, 
that the dippers arc in go<w condi¬ 
tion, and that the picking boxes are 
In good repair, and generally to su¬ 
pervise the quality of work in field 
n^diing In order to know just 
what kind of work hia pickers arc do¬ 
ing, he should make frequent inspec- 
llou of each maifs work, ascertaining 
by actual count the percentage ot 
clipper cuta. long stems, and other 
injuries and impettfections. These 
duties, if property sad conscientious¬ 
ly performed, wiU requfa>e alt hia time 
and in most cases he should not be 
required to do any picking. The pay¬ 
ment of pickera by the day instead of 
by the box, is preferable from the 
standpoint of securing earefni and 
proper work, as box or piece labor 
usually puts a premium on quantity. 
Careful inspection of the character 
of work eecnred under the two sys¬ 
tems of labor payment has shown 
eoncluahrely that the pickers work-

A man at» Pensacola some years 
aga experiemented with a variety ot 
plants trying to find one that wmld 
preserve woed against the teiedo 
which is so destructive to piles ano 
other timbers used in structures 
in warm waters. He finally discov¬ 
ered a plant which answered the pur¬ 
pose. A new pile painted with was 
driven down alongside an old one 
badly infested with the teredo. A 
year later It was drawn up and found 
entirely untouched by that marine 
worm. By acijdent a gentleman whe 
visited his place on other business 
found that he had his children watch¬ 
ing a big caldrqp in which a quanti¬ 
ty of coffee beans were Doling and the 
paint maker confessed that the liquor 
resulting from this operation was the 
basis of his teredo-defying paint. 
Whether it was poisonous to them or 
merely obnoxious in tustc he did not 
know, but it was certain that teredos 
would not penetrate (wood painted 
with a compound of which this coffee 
bean broth was a part. 

These facts being true, the coffee 
bean should not be condemned. If it 
it a useless plant; a weed, l| is only 
because its possibilities have not been 
recognised. There are persons yet, 
farmers, who do not recognize the 
value of t^e beggarweed, but burn it 
off their fields.
